Lack of Rain 
Hurts Crops 


SACRAMENTO (/P)--The cur- 
rent lack of rain in California is 
iampering the vegetable crop, ac- 
cording to the state-federal truck 
crop: report issued today. 

The report said a study of the 
first two weeks in November 
showed the need for moisture in 
many producing areas has slowed 
crop growth, stunted seed germ- 
ination and prevented planting of 
early spring crops. 

Seasonal frost, the report, said, 
has caused only small damage 
since most of the tender vegetable 
crop has already been harvested.
